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PUBLIC  UTILITIES 
COMMISSION. 


“  PUBLIC  UTILITIES  ACT.” 

The  following  regulations  were  prescribed  by 
orders  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  made 
on  May  10th,  1945,  and  May  21st,  1945,  pur¬ 
suant  to  sections  16,  17,  27,  and  53  of  the 
“  Public  Utilities  Act.”: — 

REGULATIONS  RESPECTING  TARIFFS 
(“PUBLIC  UTILITIES  ACT”). 


PART  I. 

GENERAL. 

1.1  Interpretation. 

In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context  other¬ 
wise  requires: — 

“  Class  of  service  ”  denotes  the  distinction 
between  the  different  uses  of  the  same 
kind  of  service;  e.g.,  domestic,  commer¬ 
cial,  and  industrial: 

“  Kind  of  service  ”  denotes  the  distinction 
between  gas,  electricity,  water,  etc.: 

“  Rate  schedule  ”  means  the  rate  for  a  par¬ 
ticular  class  of  service  and  any  special 
conditions  or  rules  relating  thereto: 

“  Tariff  ”  means  a  systematic  collection  for 
a  particular  kind  of  service  of  all  rates, 
fares,  tolls,  charges,  rentals,  or  other 
compensations,  and  every  rule,  regula¬ 
tion,  practice,  measurement,  classifica¬ 
tion,  condition,  or  contract  of  the  public 
utility  relating  thereto. 

1.2  Reference. 

These  regulations  may  be  referred  to  as  the 
“  Regulations  respecting  Tariffs  (‘  Public 
Utilities  Act  ’).” 

1.3  Application. 

These  regulations  do  not  apply  to  public 
utilities  in  respect  of  tariffs  governed  by  the 
“  Regulations  respecting  Transportation 
(‘Public  Utilities  Act’)”  nor  in  respect  of 
tariffs  for  ferries  operated  under  licence  under 
the  “  Ferries  Act.”  No  tariff  or  amendment 
hereafter  accepted  for  filing  by  the  Commission 
shall  be  invalid  by  reason  only  of  non-com¬ 
pliance  with  the  provisions  hereof  respecting 
form  and  procedure. 

1.4  Repeal. 

Regulations  1,  11,  12,  14,  and  15  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission  are  hereby 
rescinded. 

1.5  Effective  Date. 

These  regulations  shall  come  into  operation 
on  the  2nd  day  of  July,  1945. 

PART  II. 

FILING  OF  TARIFFS. 

2.1  Compensation  governed  by  Filed  Tariff. 

No  public  utility  shall  provide  service  to  any 
person  free  of  charge  or  for  compensation  un¬ 
less  provision  therefor  is  contained  in  a  tariff 
on  file  with  the  Commission  or  in  an  order  of 
the  Commission. 

2.2  Filing  of  First  Tariff. 

A  public  utility  wishing  to  file  rates  for  the 
first  time  for  a  particular  kind  of  service  shall 
prepare  a  tariff  in  the  form  herein  described 
and  submit  the  same  to  the  Commission  for 
filing,  together  with  estimates  and  explana¬ 
tions  showing  the  tariff  to  be  just  and  reason¬ 
able.  The  Commission  may  refuse  to  accept 
the  tariff  for  filing  until  the  proposed  custom¬ 
ers  have  had  an  opportunity  to  make  objec¬ 


tions,  and  may  in  any  case  refuse  to  accept  for 
filing  any  tariff  which  is  not  in  accordance 
with  the  “Public  Utilities  Act”  or  these 
regulations. 

2.3  Correction  of  Existing  Tariffs. 

If  a  public  utility  has  filed  any  rate  with  the 
Commission  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  these 
regulations  but  has  not  filed  a  complete  tariff 
in  the  form  herein  prescribed,  the  utility  shall 
immediately  prepare  a  new  tariff  in  accordance 
with  these  regulations  and  apply  to  the  Com¬ 
mission  for  its  consent  to  the  filing  thereof. 
In  the  application  the  rates  on  file  may  be  re¬ 
ferred  to  as  Tariff  “  P.U.C.  No.  1  ”  and  the 
new  tariff  as  Tariff  “  P.U.C.  No.  2.”  The 
tariffs  of  North-west  Telephone  Company; 
Kootenay  Telephone  Company,  Limited;  Mis¬ 
sion  Telephone  Company,  Limited;  and  Chilli¬ 
wack  Telephones,  Limited,  are  deemed  to  be  in 
the  form  herein  prescribed,  except  in  respect 
of  the  cover-page,  and  it  shall  be  sufficient 
compliance  with  this  paragraph  for  the  said 
Companies  to  amend  the  cover-pages  of  their 
existing  tariffs. 

2.4  Date  and  Notification  of  Filing. 

A  tariff  is  filed  when  the  Commission  form¬ 
ally  accepts  it  for  filing.  When  it  is  submitted 
for  filing  an  extra  copy  should  be  sent,  to  be 
endorsed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Commission 
with  the  date  of  filing  and  returned  to  the 
public  utility. 


PART  III. 

FORM  AND  CONTENTS  OF  TARIFF. 

3.1  Printing,  etc.,  and  Size  of  Paper. 

Tariffs  may  be  printed,  typewritten,  multi- 
graphed,  or  produced  by  similar  process  on 
hard  paper  of  good  quality,  using  one  side  of 
the  paper  only.  The  pages  of  a  tariff  should 
be  approximately  8  by  11  inches  in  size. 

3.2  Pamphlet  or  Loose-leaf  Form. 

Tariffs  may  be  in  pamphlet  or  loose-leaf 
form.  If  a  tariff  contains  a  large  number  of 
schedules  it  should  be  in  loose-leaf  form,  with 
not  more  than  one  schedule  to  the  page,  and 
should  be  indexed. 

3.3  Serial  Number  of  Tariff. 

The  first  tariff  filed  by  a  public  utility  for  a 
particular  kind  of  service  will  be  numbered 
“  P.U.C.  No.  1,”  the  second  “  P.U.C.  No.  2,” 
and  so  on. 

3.4  Front  Cover-page. 

The  front  cover-page  of  a  tariff  should  show 
the  following: — 

(1.)  Serial  number  of  tariff  and  serial  num¬ 
ber  of  tariff  cancelled,  if  any;  e.g., 
“  P.U.C.  No.  2,  cancels  P.U.C.  No.  1  ”: 
(2.)  Name  of  the  utility: 

(3.)  Kind  of  service: 

(4.)  General  statement  of  territory  served: 
(5.)  Date  of  filing  with  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (to  be  filled  in  immediately 
after  the  Commission  accepts  the  tariff 
for  filing)  : 

(6.)  Date  tariff  is  to  become  effective;  e.g., 
“  Effective  ,  19  (except  as 

otherwise  provided  herein)”: 

(7.)  Signature  of  the  official  of  the  utility 
authorized  to  issue  the  tariff ;  and 
(8.)  Place  where  tariff  is  available  for 
public  inspection. 

3.5  All  Rules  ami  Rales  lo  be  slated. 

Every  tariff  shall  include: — 

(1.)  All  the  rules  and  conditions,  including 
all  terms  contained  in  contracts  with  customers 
and  such  rules  and  conditions  as  have  been 
made  by  the  utility  in  respect  of  the  following 
matters : — 
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(a.)  Method  of  applying  for  service: 

(b.)  Amount,  payment,  and  return  of 
security  deposit: 

(c.)  Connection,  disconnection,  and  recon¬ 
nection  charges: 

( d .)  Metering,  ownership  of  meters  and 
access  to  premises: 

( e .)  Method  and  periods  of  billing  and  times 
for  payment: 

(/.)  Discontinuance  of  service  for  non-pay¬ 
ment  of  bill : 

{g.)  Liability  of  utility  for  and  effect  on 
rates  of  interruptions  of  service: 

(/i.)  Any  general  restrictions  on  the  use  of 
the  service  not  set  out  in  the  rate 
*  schedules: 

(i.)  Method  of  discontinuance  of  service  by 
customer : 

(j.)  Conditions  under  which  routine  connec¬ 
tions  will  be  made  (e.g.,  distance  from 
existing  lines  or  mains,  contract  period, 
etc.)  : 

(k.)  Conditions  under  which  connections  will 
be  made  where  extension  of  lines  or 
mains  is  involved  (e.g.,  method  of  cal¬ 
culation  of  inci-eased  charges,  revenue 
deficit  payments,  revenue  guarantees, 
contract  periods,  etc.)  : 

(l.)  Definitions  (e.g.,  of  terms  used  in  avail¬ 
ability  clauses  in  rate  schedules). 

(2.)  Rate  schedules  showing  all  rates  for 
the  several  classes  of  service. 

3.60  Applicability. 

Each  rate  schedule,  in  addition  to  a  clear 
statement  of  all  rates  thereunder,  must  state 
the  city,  town,  village,  or  area  in  which  the 
rates  are  applicable. 

3.61  Availability. 

Each  rate  schedule  must  state  the  class  of 
service  available  under  the  rates  stated  there¬ 
in;  e.g.,  “Available  for  domestic  lighting”  or 
“  Available  for  all  purposes.” 

3.62  Minimum  Charge. 

Each  rate  schedule  other  than  a  schedule  of 
flat  rates  shall  show  whether  a  minimum 
charge  is  or  is  not  made  and,  if  made,  the 
amount  thereof.  It  shall  also  show  whether 
the  prompt  payment  discount,  if  any,  does  or 
does  not  apply  to  the  minimum  charge. 

3.7  Identification  of  Schedules. 

In  a  tariff  containing  a  large  number  of 
schedules,  each  schedule  should  be  identified 
by  a  number,  letter,  or  group  of  letters. 

3.8  Special  Contracts. 

Where  service  is  provided  to  one  customer 
or  very  few  customers  under  special  circum¬ 
stances  as  to  manner,  time,  or  quantity  of  use 
not  existing  in  the  case  of  others,  and  it  is 
not  convenient  to  provide  therefor  in  the  main 
body  of  the  tariff,  a  contract  containing  all  the 
rates  and  terms  may  be  filed  as  a  supplement 
to  the  tariff,  whether  the  tariff  is  in  pamphlet 
or  loose-leaf  form.  A  supplement  may  contain 
more  than  one  contract  and  shall  show  on  its 
cover-page  the  contracts  contained  therein. 

PART  IY. 

AMENDMENT  OF  TARIFF. 

4.1  Method  of  Amendment. 

A  tariff  may  be  amended  by  filing,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Commission: — 

(a.)  A  new  tariff,  which  states  on  its  face 
that  the  previous  tariff  is  cancelled;  or 
(6.)  A  supplement,  if  the  tariff  is  in  pam¬ 
phlet  form;  or 

(c.)  An  additional  or  revised  sheet,  if  the 
tariff  is  in  loose-leaf  form. 


4.2  Supplements. 

Supplements  should  be  numbered  consecu- 
tively  and  state  the  serial  number  of  the  tai  in 
supplemented.  After  five  supplements  have 
been  filed,  the  next  amendment  should  be  made 
by  filing  a  new  tariff  cancelling  the  previous 
tariff  and  supplements. 

4.3  Revised  Sheets  (Loose-leaf). 

Revised  sheets  should  be  numbered  consecu¬ 
tively;  e.g.,  “  First  revision  of  page  10.” 

4.4  Effective  Date  and  Date  of  Idling. 

Every  new  tariff,  supplement,  or  revised 
sheet  shall  state  on  its  face  the  effective  date 
and  date  of  filing,  the  latter  date  to  be  filled  in 
immediately  after  filing.  The  date  of  filing  of 
an  amendment  is  the  date  on  which  the  Com¬ 
mission  formally  consents  thereto. 

4.5  Indication  of  Amendments. 

The  effect  of  an  amendment  should  be  indi¬ 
cated  by  symbols  placed  beside  the  particular 
parts  changed,  with  foot-notes  explaining  the 
symbols,  or  by  use  of  the  following  letters 
without  further  explanation: — 

R  for  reduction. 

A  for  advance. 

N  for  new  provision. 

0  for  omission. 

C  for  other  change. 

4.6  Application  to  Commission. 

An  amendment  submitted  for  filing  shall  be 
accompanied  by  a  written  and  signed  applica¬ 
tion  for  the  consent  of  the  Commission  thereto, 
setting  out  the  name  of  the  applicant,  identifi¬ 
cation  of  the  proposed  revision  (e.g.,  supple¬ 
ment  No.  2  to  Tariff  P.U.C.  No.  3),  the  pro¬ 
visions  changed,  reason  for  change,  and  effect 
of  change.  Where  rates  are  changed  an  esti¬ 
mate  of  the  reduction  or  increase  in  annual 
revenue  should  be  given,  together  with  a  state¬ 
ment  of  the  number  and  location  of  customers 
affected  and  the  manner  in  which  they  are 
affected.  The  application  may  be  in  the  form 
set  out  in  the  Schedule  to  these  regulations. 

4.7  Notification  of  Filing. 

An  extra  copy  of  an  amendment  should  be 
submitted,  to  be  endorsed  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Commission  with  the  date  of  filing  and 
returned  to  the  public  utility. 


PART  V. 

CHANGE  OF  OWNERSHIP  OF  UTILITY 
BUSINESS. 

5.1  Adoption  Notice. 

In  case  of  change  of  ownership  or  control 
of  a  utility  business,  or  when  its  name  is 
changed,  the  new  utility  shall  use  the  tariff  of 
the  former  utility  (unless  authorized  to  change 
by  the  Commission)  and  shall  file  in  duplicate 
an  adoption  notice  for  each  kind  of  service. 
The  adoption  notice  shall  be  filed  before  and 
state  that  it  is  to  become  effective  upon  the 
date  of  change  of  ownership  or  control.  It 
shall  set  out  the  name  of  the  new  utility  and 
properly  identify  the  tariff  adopted.  One  copy 
will  be  returned  to  the  utility  with  the  date  of 
filing  endorsed  thereon. 

5.2  New  Tariff. 

Within  thirty  days  after  the  taking-over  of 
a  utility  business  the  new  utility  shall  apply  to 
file  in  its  own  name  the  tariff  adopted  by  it,  or 
such  other  tariff  as  it  proposes  to  put  into 
effect  in  lieu  thereof.  The  tariff  shall  be 
properly  identified.  (Example:  “P.U.C.  No.

6.1  Public  Inspection  of  Tariffs. 

Every  public  utility  shall  keep  a  copy  of  its 
filed  tariff,  with  all  supplements  and  revisions, 
at  its  principal  office  and  shall,  on  request  by 
any  person,  produce  the  same  for  inspection. 
At  each  place  where  applications  for  service 
are  made  or  tickets  are  sold  the  public  utility 
shall  keep,  and  shall  produce  for  inspection,  on 
request,  all  parts  of  its  tariff  that  relate  to  the 
service  for  which  any  application  may  be  made 
or  any  ticket  sold  at  that  place.  At  each  place 
where  tickets  are  sold,  the  utility  shall  display 
prominently  the  prices  to  be  paid  therefor  and 
any  special  restrictions  on  their  use.

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)'  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any

Regulation  No.  21l. 

Fruit  and  Vegetable  Industry. 

BE  IT  KNOWN  that  the  Board  of  Industrial 
Relations  has  made  the  following  regula¬ 
tion,  namely: — 

The  fruit  and  vegetable  industry,  which 
means  and  includes  the  work  of  employees 
engaged  in  canning,  preserving,  drying,  or 
packing  any  kind  of  fresh  fruit  or  vegetable, 
is  hereby  exempt  from  the  operation  of  the 
“  Hours  of  Work  Act  ”  up  to  and  including 
the  31st  day  of  March,  1946.

Order  relating  to  Resort  Hotels  in  the  Hotel  and  Catering  Industry 
during  the  Summer  Season. 

rjTHE  Board  of  Industrial  Relations  hereby  orders: — 

1.  That  where  used  in  this  Order  the  following  expressions  shall  have  Interpretation, 
the  following  meanings  respectively: — 

“  Resort  hotel  ”  means  any  establishment  in  unorganized  territory 
wherein  meals  or  lodging  are  furnished  to  the  general  public,  for 
which  a  charge  is  made: 

“  Summer  season  ”  means  and  includes  that  part  of  the  year  from  the 
18th  day  of  June  to  the  8th  day  of  September,  both  dates  inclusive. 

2.  That  no  employee  in  a  resort  hotel  shall  work  or  be  on  duty  for  more  Hours  of  work, 
than  ten  (10)  hours  in  any  one  day,  nor  for  more  than  fifty-six  (56)  hours 

in  any  one  week,  during  the  summer  season. 

3.  That  every  employee  in  resort  hotels  who  is  employed  for  a  greater  Overtime  payment, 
number  of  hours  than  forty-eight  (48)  in  any  one  week  during  the  summer 

season  shall  be  paid  for  the  time  in  excess  of  forty-eight  (48)  hours  in  any 
one  week  at  the  rate  of  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  times  her  regular  rate 
of  pay. 

4.  That  every  employee  in  resort  hotels  during  the  summer  season  shall  Rest  period, 
be  given  a  rest  period  of  twenty-four  (24)  consecutive  hours  in  each  calendar 

week,  of  which  she  shall  be  duly  notified  by  her  employer.  In  exceptional 
cases,  where  it  is  recognized  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  unsuit¬ 
able,  and  when  the  employers  and  employees  concerned  make  application  in 
writing  that  a  different  arrangement  respecting  a  rest  period  in  respect  of 
such  employers  and  employees  be  approved  by  the  Board,  the  Board  may 
approve  of  such  arrangement,  and  thereupon  the  arrangement  so  approved 
shall  be  applicable  to  the  said  employers  and  employees  in  lieu  of  this  section. 

5.  That  sections  6,  7,  8,  and  11  of  Order  No.  52  of  the  Board,  dated  the 
8th  day  of  February,  1938,  shall  not  apply  to  employees  in  resort  hotels 
during  the  summer  season. 

6.  That  said  Order  No.  52  of  the  Board  is  hereby  varied  accordingly.  No.  52  varied. 

7.  That  this  Order  shall  become  effective  on  the  18th  day  of  June,  1945,  Order  effective 
and  remain  in  force  until  and  including  the  8th  day  of  September,  1945.  June  18th  to  Sep¬ 
tember  8th,  1945.
